The case- 
mate protection is 6 inches thick, and there is ап 
armoured deck with a maximum thickness of 3 inches 
extending from stem to stern. She has an installation of 
twenty Belleville boilers. There are two sets of triple 
expansion engines, developing 13,500-horse power with 
natural draught. This should propel the vessel at 18} knots, 
which is deemed a satisfactory speed.

The Wyandotte. 


HE Wyandotte has a character of its own, and does 
not in any way resemble any of the other breeds, 
even if itis to be seen that several varieties have 
been brought into combination to produce it. The 
shape partakes more of the Brahma than anything 

else, though the neck is longer than is found on that breed. 
There are the clean yellow legs to which the Americans 
are so partial, and, of course, the yellow skin. The comb 
is rose like the Hamburgh, but is smaller than in that 
breed. The plumage is slate in its ground-colour with 
black markings, which are of the kind known as lacing— 
that is, each feather is laced, or edged, with black, 
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WHITE WYANDOTTE. 


and when seen separately, forms an oval ring of black 
around the slate-ground colour. This is the same as is 
found on the Sebright bantam, the plumage-markings of 
whieh are the ideal for the Wyandotte. This combination 
is found on no other fowl, and is very pretty in appearance. 
There is plenty of room for improvement, and the skill of 
breeders will be exercised to bring the variety to perfection. 
The hens are good layers of tinted eggs, capi foragers, 
careful sitters, and reliable mothers, being tractable, and 
make large, well-flavoured table fowls. For general pur- 
poses the Wyandotte is an admirable breed. The white
